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1) ...book of James is a very practical book. I call is a where the 
rubber meets the read epistle. And in the passage we read 
today we see very basic facts about sin. Sin, disobedience, 
iniquity, transgression all these words describe a rebellion from 
God. Every one of us must understand the three basic facts of 
sin revealed in the passage of scripture before us today. 

2) Genesis 3:12 And the man said, The woman whom thou gavest 
to be with me, she gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

3) Genesis 22:1 And it came to pass after these things, that God 
did tempt Abraham... 

4) ...Therefor He cannot tempt any man to sin. It is completely 
foreign to his nature. I've heard the same old argument that 
Adam made time and time again. Because of these parents I 
have I sin. Because of the job I have I sin. Because of these 
desires I have I sin. God made me this way. But it is clear from 
God's word it's not His fault if and when you sin! 


5) 1 John 2:16 For all that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the Father, but 
is of the world. 


1) ...league this year, I noticed that these guys would take it pretty 
serious abound here. When the coaches would talk they would 
cover their mouths to ensure that the other team would not 
know their game plan. Well when it comes to big league sin, 
God lifts the lid on Satan's game plan. 




2) ...in crime. Lust in the spy within the city wall, conspiring with 
Lure, the enemy outside the gates. This is why Jesus told his 
disciples in Matthew 26:41 Watch and pray, that ye enter not 
into temptation: the spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is 
weak. 
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1) ...more than we want to pay, and keeps us longer than we want 
to stay. In the previous verses we learned the source of sin, now 
we will know the course of sin. 


2) ...the consequences of that single moment of pleasure would 
last a life time. 


3) Romans 6:23 For the wages of sin is death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. If you are here lost 
today and have never placed your trust in the Lord Jesus, the 
end road to a life of sin is death in hell! But in the life of the lost 
sinner and the saved saint, sin equals separation from God! 
Seperation into hell for the sinners, seperation in fellowship 
with God for the saint. You find yourselves separated from real 
joy and real happiness. It's no wonder James says in vs. 16 "Do 
not err." The words mean, "don't be pulled away." James is 
telling us not to let Satan pull us away in to sin.
